Records for High Price of Beef^ Are Broken By Pres- 


ent Condition — Bacon Now Is Getting to Be 
Luxury, on Any Table. 


The wholesale price of beef in the 


local market has taken a great jump 
during the past few weeks, and local 
dealers are paying about three cents 
more per pound for beef than they 
usually pay. The normal wholesale 
price for beef is about nine cents 
but now it has soared up to the 12- 
ccnt mark, which is higher than it 
has been for the past thirty years. 


Although the wholesale price has 


advanced with great, bounds, the peo- 
ple who buy the beef at tho local 
markets do not have to pay any morn 
for it. the majority selling for eight- 
een and twenty cents a pound, which 
is the normal price. 
A local meat 


dealer said today that if the price of 
tho meat continued to go higher, lo- 
cal consumers would in all probabili- 
ty have to pay more for their beef 
in all forms, for as it is selling'now. 
the profits of the dealer are being 
cut almost in half. This same dealer 
said that, the meat men in Coshocton 
and all over the country are paying 
for beef in the carcass almost, the 
same as dealers in New York arc pay- 


Bacon is another moat product that 


has taken a jump, and the consumer 
is paying from twenty to twenty-five 
cents a. pound for the commodity. The 
meat has gone up ?:: during the pas 
four weeks on the 100 pounds.
